Service in New York.

month he received m 1928 and 1929. 
In 1930, the wage had dropped to 
$47.75, and in 1931 to §35.50. 


Despite the $10 a month reduction 


from the 1931 wage, the farm work- 
er in this state received $5.50 more 
a month than did men doing simi- 
lar work in Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, North and South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Wisconsin. The 
average pay in those states was 
$19.80.
